And whereas the provisions made by the said Statutes so continued r 
have not answered the good purposes thereby intended, and it would J 
greatly tend to the improvement, good order and security, and much 
promote the trade and prosperity of the several cities, towns corporate 
borough and market towns, throughout Ireland, if effectual provisions were 
established for the purposes aforesaid, and also for the purpose of pavin« 
such cities, towns, corporate, borough and market-towns, and for such 
other purposes as are hereinafter mentioned; 

IBS ft tstttfort enacted by The king’s most Excellent Majesty 
by and with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal’ 
and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and by the authority , c 
of the same, THAT the said first-mentioned Act, made in the United J 
Parliament, m the forty-seventh year of the reign of his late Majesty 
King George the Third, intituled, as has been hereinbefore recited, be 
and it is hereby Repealed ; and the said recited Acts, made in the Par- 
liament of Ireland, in the fifth, thirteenth and fourteenth, twenty-fifth and 20

And be it Enacted, That in case the said churchwardens, or either of 
them, shall neglect or refuse upon service of the said requisition to be 
made as hereinafter directed, to convene and hold such meeting, and 
thereat and thereafter to proceed as hereinafter directed, in order to wive ao 
effect to the provtsions of this Act; or if one churchwarden shall 
neglect or refuse to concur with and assist the other churchwarden in 
convening and holding such meeting, and thereat and thereafter, in such 
proceedings as are hereinafter directed for the purpose aforesaid, such 
churchwarden or churchwardens so refusing or neglecting shall forfeit

didate as he may desire ; and if the votes of all the persons duly qualified 
and desirous to vote at the said meeting, cannot be conveniently collected 
and registered on tbe same day upon which the same meeting shall have
